THE CASE OF GEN, HOWARD. 

For a long time there has been a growing pub- 
lic opinion that Maj.-Gen. O. O. Howard was a 
black sheep, and that, like Pomeroy and Harlan, 
his professions of extreme piety were but a cover 
for weaknesses on the pecuniary side of human 
nature. In other words, that Gen, Howard, while 
mo better than the world’s people, has, hae 
Pomeroy and Harlan, been advertising himself 
as the possessor of unusual virtues, and has 
made his Christian character a trading capita: 
at the expense of the Government and 


enfranchised negro. Gen. Howard was the rec- 
ognized Apostle to the Africans. He had the 
confidence of the Government and of the colored 
men, and was commended to the people gener- 
ally by the zeal with which he preached evan- 
gelical piety as the foundation of the political 


Bureau. To make its appreciation of the god- 
less character of Andrew Johnson better known 
the Freedman’s Aid Bureau was made a sort of

It will be observed that the quarrel in this casé 


turued upon the use of a word. In the case of Cas- 
sius Cox and Brutus Hawley, however, a single 
letter caused all the trouble, and filled the House 
with the warlike dm of the eomvatants. Cassius 
Cox had charged Connecticut men with having 
cowered before Spain. Brutus Hawley, being a 
Connecticuter, understood Cassius Oox to say 
that he was a coward. In vain Cassius Cox in- 
sisted that it was cowered with an e.“ Brutus 
Hawley would have it coward with an a; aud 
neither would accept the conciliatory offer of Mr. 
Garfield to have it cowherd with an h.“ Brutus 
Hawley was all fight; Cassius Cox wouldo’t 
fightat all. Brutus Hawley was ready to spill 
his blood for an a; Cassius Cox wouldn't 
lose a drop for an e.“ At last Brutus Haw- 
ley’s noble rage cooled down when he became 
convinced it was not an e, and the two 
fuming and fussy warriors became friends. 

We confess, however, that we are unable to 
appreciate the nice metaphysical distinction upon 
which they settled their grievance.

THE REV. M&. HEPWORTH AS A FILI- 
BUSTER. 

A meeting was held in New York on Friday 
evening to blow a little life into the expiring 
embers of public animosity toward Spain. The 
first speaker was the Rev. G. H. Hepworth, who 
recently made some commotion in religious 
circles by leaving the Unitarian Church to join 
the Episcopalian. Mr. Hepworth is reported 
as having declared himself for war. The 
language attributed to him is that We have 
made our first demand on Spain; a secoud one 
ought to be sent, not by telegraph, nor yet by 
mail, but under certain circumstances inside a 
bomb-shell. The circumstances under which the 
bomb-shell ought to be sub, tituted for the 
telegraph and the mail are not stated, and it 
is undoubtedly true that circumstances might 
exist which would warrant such a proceeding. 
In order to judge of the propriety, respectability, 
and decency of Mr. Hepworth’s appearance on 
the stump with a war speech in his mouth, 
we must look at circumstances as they are, 
and nt as they might be. 8

ANOTHER WAREHOUSE REFORM. 

The Directors of the Board of Trade are now 
considering the propriety of requesting, or re- 
quiring, the proprietors of our grain elevators 
to give sufficient bonds for the redemption of 
the grain receipts issued by them. It is under- 
stood that several of the warehousemen have 
already signified their willingness to give the 
required security for the faithful performance 
of their tracts to deliver grain when called 
for by the owners of the property. 
It is probable, therefore, that but tittle diffi- 
culty will be encountered in the effort to induce 
all the warehousemen to comply with the request, 


and money-lenders, 
issuing them are financially em- 
The fact that these geatlemen are 
difficulties does not prove that their receipte 
will not be honored on presentation; indeed, 
there is reason to believe that they have on hand 


It is all the more necessary that such guarantee 
should be furnished, since, owing to the peculiar 
character of the grain trade in this city, the dis- 
trust affects the receipts issued by all houses,— 
though the receipts of nearly all are known to 


lateral, find it almost impossible to avoid 
taking those receipts, and in all the 
more liberal proportion to the whole, 


than would otherwise be thecase. This involves 
lower prices for the property, and consequently 
a lessened profit to the farmer on the grain be 
may send here for sale while such doubt exists. 

Of course, it will be understood that the 
Board of Trade, as an organization, has no power 
to compel the warehousemen to file the required 
bonds ; but it has the power to refuse to recog- 
nize as regular the receipts issued by firms 
who do not comply with the request. The con- 
sequence of this step would be to create even a 
greater discrimination than now exists, and 
cause a material falling off in the receipts and 
storage charges of the firms failing to give the 
required bonds. Their unwillingness to give se- 
curity would be generally construed to mean 
that they were unable to furnish it. 


THE FIGHT AGAINST THE DEAD-HEADS. 
With the close of this year the dead-head sys- 
tem comes toan end on the chief railroads of 
the West. The revolt of the railroads against 
the persistent and pestiferous horde of free- 
pass beggars began last June. Oa the 26th of 
that month there was a moeting of the managers 
of the Illinois Cential, the Burlington & Quincy, 
the Rock Island, the Chicago & Northwestern, 
the Chicago & Alton, end the Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Railways. On behalf of these five Com- 
panies it was decided that after the goth 
of June no more free passes or clergymen’s 
half-fare tickets should be issued. Passes al- 
ready out were not canceled, and the Companies 
reserved the right to pass free their own em- 
ployes, and to grant exchange passes to the 
Officials of other roads. The announcement of 
this reform gave great satisfaction to the pub- 
lic. The opposition to the movement came from 
the dead-heads, who were unwilling to accept 
their own emancipation from the attitude of 
mendicancy, and from some of the Eastern 
railroads, which doubted the success of so bold 
an experiment, and feared the-effect on their 
business of refusing favors to shippers of freight 
and stock. The five Companies named above, 
howeyer, have adhered to their agreement better 
than was expected. The result of the first six 
months of the new plan has been such as to com- 
mend it to a large number of the Companies who 
at first declined to adopt it. A meeting was held 
in this city on the 10th inst., in which the aboli- 
tion of the pass-system, with some modifications, 
was agreed to by thirteen of the principal 
railroad companies centering in Chicago, 
Milwaukee, and St. Louis. In addition tothe five 
which originated the movement, these Com- 
panies comprised the Winona 4 St. Peter, the 
Chicago & Iowa, the Chicago & Paducah, the 
Chicago, Pekin & South western, the Western 
Union, the Gilman, Clinton & Springfield, the 
Chicago, Danville & Vincennes, and the St. 
Louis, Kansas City & Northern Railroads, The 
agreement between these thirteen Companies 
takes effect at the end of this month. and cov- 
ers the abolition of the whole system of iseuing 
free passes, ‘with these exceptions : 1. Each road 
may grant passes to the general officers and 
regular ealaried traveling agents of the 
other roads. 2. Passes may be given to 
persons traveling in charge of shipments of 
stock to destination and return. With these two. 
exceptions the thirteen Companies pledge them- 
selves to adhere to the spirit of the agreement 
to do away with the whole dead-head system. 
If there is any loophole in the agreement 
through which abuses may be expected to creep, 
it is in the concession of pauses to the regular 
aslaried traveling agents of the Companies. A 
loose construction of this clause might easily 
cover a violation of the spirit of the agreement. 


It may be fair to assume that the Companies 


intend to maintain their resolutions to their full 
meaning and intent; but « plan better ¢alov- 
lated to protect the interests of the people would 
be for the Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners to require from every Company a state- 
ment each year of all the passes it had granted, 
and on what ground. 

The effect of this gratifying action will be that 


willing to take something for which he gave 
nothing, and who could make the railroads be- 
lieve he had some influgnce,” commercial, po- 
litical, social, or what not, to use for or against 
home.

Dead-headism has been in truth 
more of @ grievance to tho geveral traveling pub- 
lic than to the Companies. The abolition of the 
system, thus far, is one of the reforms brought 
about by the uprising of the agricultural classes 
against railroad abuses, and though not perhaps 
tbe most important one had in view, is certainly 


An extraordinary case of libel has just been 
brought to a close in New York. It was tried at 
White Plains, Westchester County. The plaintiff 
was Mrs. Lucy Ann McMahon, aud the defend- 
ants the Rev. Robert Holden and Francis E. 
but the story may be thus stated: In 1845, 
Eldridge, then 20 years of age, suddenly became 
possessed of a fortune of $50,000, and, like 
many others, proceeded to spend it in riotous 
living. He became a visitor at the house of a 
woman who was nominally the wife of a gam- 
bler named Harrison. Among the inmates of 
this and other uke houses his wealth became 
known. The woman had a daughter who was at 
school in Canada, and unacquainted with ber 
mother’s mode of life. The woman Harrison 
and her husbaud thought it would be a good way 
to dispose of the daughter to marry her to 
Eldridge, and this was proposed to him. The 
provosition was received so favorably that the 


girl was brought home and immediately mar- 


ried to Eldridge, the ceremony being private and 
kept secret. EIdridge introduced the girl to his 
parents ag Miss Harrison. After some ume, he 
visited St. Louis on business, lived there for a 
season, lost his money, and returned penniless. 
Hie then disclosed his marriage, and his parents 
discarded him. He then sank into the lowest 
dissipation and left New York. After he had been 
absent for some time, his wife sought a divorce, 
and employed ae ber counsel Mr. Dennis Mo- 
Mahon. The decree was obtained iu the spring 
of 1848, and in October of the same year 
McMahon married bis client. The McMahons 
were prosperous and wealthy, and have had a 
large family of children. Since that time, until 
within a year or two, nothing was known or heard 


of Eldridge. One day McMahon read at the 


breakfast-table an account of an attempted 
suicide of a vagrant and gambler named Eldridge, 
and curiosity was expressed to know if he was 
the former husband of Mrs. McMahon. Their 
eldest son was sent to the hospital to inquire, 
and subsequently Mr. and Mre. McMahon visited 
him, provided for his comfort, and on 


and an income at Uncasville, in Connec- 
While here, as it subsequently 
turned out, he and Mrs. McMahon kept 
up 8 constant correspondence. Eidridge, having 
nothing else to do, flirted with and paid marked 
attentions to two ladies. Upon hearing of this 

Mrs. McMahon suddenly stopped his allowance. 
While at Uncasville he boarded at the house of 
the Rev. Mr. Holden, and when the allowance 
was cut off Eldridge sent Holden to her with a 
letter, informing her that he would publish a 
book, to be entitled “My Former Wife: A 
Warning to Youths of Both Sexes.” The letter 
alzo informed her that the book would give 
the history of her parents, and of the lives 
they had led, and would also contain all 
her correspondence with him, including as 
many as 300 letters, besides all the par- 
tioulars of her life. Mr. Holden was au- 
thorized to tell her that this book would be 
suppressed if she would pay him $2,750 cash, 
$1,200 annually, and a paid-up life-insurance 
policy for $5,000. This was refused. The offer 
was then made to McMahon, and was refused by 
him. Suite were then brought against Eidridge 
and Holden. In the evidence taken, the facts 
we have given were related. Eldridge testified 
to his long correspondence with Mrs. McMabon, 
in which, at her request, he gave a detailed his- 
tory of his life, his adventures, and especially 
his loves: In return, she gave him the story of 
her life, and unveiled the secrets of her own 
family. The original tie between the parties 
was discussed, and, according to Eldridge, 
with great freedom by the lady. In one of 
these letters she sent him a diagram of 
Castle Eden.“ where she resided, appointing a 
day for him to come from Uncasville to visit her, 
directing hum to come at  ceriain hour of a cer; 
tain day, and, if a certain signal was flying, he 
was to enter at a certain window. He made this 
appointed visit, spending six or seven hours in 
the house, The letter appointing this interview 
and some others were read in eviderce, when a 
portion of the counsel on both sides left the 
court-room together, the case still going on. 
After an absence of half an hour, they returned, 
stating that the whole case had been amicably 
settled. They submitted to the Court a state- 
ment which the Court approved and placed on 
record, to the effect : That Mrs. McMahon, when 
she wrote the scandalous letters to Eldridge, 
was of partially impaired mind; that there 
was no ground for reprodcl upon her personal 
character ; that the v. Mr. Holden 
acted as peacemaker ; and that all the 
papers, letters, evidence of libel and blackmail, 
making several bushels iu all, should be burned. 
The latter agreement was at once carried into 
execusion in the Court-House yard. The pe- 
cuniary terms of settlement were not disclosed. 
This ended the extraordinary case. 

The suggestion of mental aberration on the 
part of Mrs. MeMabon has some considerable 
foundation.. She is an educated woman, her 
husband is wealthy, and she has some intelleo- 
tual ability. Despite her large family, she has u- 
ways been eccentric in many things. The neigh- 
bors have styled her Lady” McMahon. . Some 
years ago she imagined she had « dramatic turn, 
and she made applications to several managers, 
who dechned to engage her. She was not to 
be thus put of, so she hired « theatre

the interviem he had with her at her 
house, her whole eonduct and deportment 
was that of a virtuous aud digaified lady, She 
was evidently wasting sympathy upon a scoun- 
drel who was abusing her confidence and leading 
her on in a private correspondence to the expres- 
sion of feelings which he intended to coin into 
money.

OYSTERS AND INSANITY. 

There is danger in store for the lover of the 
oyster, There is a’ blight upon the bivalve 
which has hitherto enjoyed a reputation for 
harmlessness. Hereafter, the savory stew, the 
fancy toast, the dozen fried, the steamed oyster, 
the scalloped oyster, the broiled in crumbs, the 
pare, and even the oyster reposing on his pearly 
half-shell, in his native and naked purity, are 
messengers of misery, solicitors for insane 
asyinms, and dethroners of reason. A German 
professor, who was recently requested by his 
‘Government to examine into the subject of oys- 
ver-plapting on the Prussian coast, after ex- 
tending his researches long the English coast 
and this side of the Atlantic, comes to ‘the 
conclusiou that Germany has 700 square miles of 
oyster ground, capable of producing over 100,- 
000,000 gallons of the bivalves annually. ' 

After having filled the German mind with 
these glowing bivalvular expectations, however, 
he upsets the whole prospect in the most ruth- 
less manner, by declaring in his report that, In 
the case of all those who do more bodily than 
meutal labor, and in proportion as the physical 
exceeds the mental exerciseu, I have observed 2 
distinct and positive tendency in the oyster, 
when eaten, to produce emotional insanity, or 
that sudden, transitory, uuberalded, yet terrible, 
phrenesis which so fatally disturbs the peace of 
society. He cites, as an indirect proof of this, 
the irascibility of the fish-women of Ostend and 
Billingsgate. Having charged the placid 
clam with the same dreadful tendency, 
it with the following 
„They have in America 
a sort of political assemblage called a clam-bake, 
where speeches and music and songs are inter- 
spersed with profuse feasts upon a species of oys- 
ter called the clam. Vast crowds attend these 
celebrations, and no sooner are they gorged with 
the insidious comestible than they become full 
of excitement and furores ; swear themselves 
away in fealty tothe most worthless of dema- 
gogues ; sing, fight, dance, gouge one another's 
eyes out, and conduct themselves like madmen 
in a conflagration.” This is ‘ard. It is hard 
enough to go without the oyster, but it is still 
harder to have our faith in the innocence and 


against the intellect of the man who is digging 
for him. It Is hard to believe that the oyster, 
who only wags his beard and looks grave as he 
sees the fatal oyster-rake approaching him, is 
meditating a phosphoric attack upon the brain 
of the raker, which will lead him into a frenzy 
and induce him to kill his mother, or brain the 
first person he meets, in a fit of emotional in- 
sanity. It is sad to think that the piles of oys- 
ter-shells, symmetrically arranged in front of 
the saloons, heaped up to entice the hungry 
traveler, will only blast hie noble and 
most sovereign reason, “like sweet bells 
jangled out of tune and harsh,” and that the 
handsome collections of oyster-cans which orna- 
mont every metropolitan back-yard have con- 
tained turbulent and dangerous lunacy.” The 
German Professor kindly allows those who are 
engaged in mental labor to eat the oyster, whose 
phosphorus is not dangerous to them. It is the 
man who toils with his bands who must be- 
wire the seductive creature, which, while it 
tickles his palate, is insidiously dethroning 
his intellect by filling him full of phosphorus, 
80 that he is at any time liable to ignite like a 
match, and go off ina frenzy of passion. Toil- 
ers with the hands and naturally iraacible peo- 
ple should therefore beware the oyster and the 
clam ; and if these, why not the soft-shell crab 
and lobster? There is danger lurking on the 
mud flats of Long Island and the Chesapeake, 
The pearl which sparkles in the oyster’s bosom 
reflects only the wild gieam of insanity,

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No country in the world has ever increased so 
rapidly in population, wealth, and iniluence as 
the United States since the year 1847. In that 
year the high tide of emigration to this country 
began, owing to the famiue in Ireland and the rev- 
olutionary croubles on tbe Continent of Europe. 
While from 1889 to 1846, the ave:ase annual ar- 
rivals in this country Larely exceeded 90,000, the 
number of alien passengers arriving in the eight 
years from 1547 to 1854 averaged 338,000 per 
annum. From 1847 to 1872 inclusive“ there ar- 
rived, with the intention of settling in this 
country, about 7,000,000 emigranis. The 
amouut of mouey they brought with them can- 
not be correctly stated, but sufficient data 
are on band to warrant the belief 
that $75 for each passenger is not 
an overestimate, and that, therefore, the 7,000,- 
000 of emigrants brought with them, in hard 
money, $500,000,000. And this s large as it 
appears, is absolutely insignificant when com- 
pared with the value to the country of the 
7,000,000 of people who, within the last quarter 
of a century, have been added to our popu- 
lation. 

VALUE OF AN IMMIGRANT. 

There is adiversity of opinion as to the money- 
value of an immigrant, but, taking the lowest 


estimate, $800, it will be found that the migra- 


tion of the last 26 years has added to our national 

wealth, besides the $500,000,000 that it brought 

us in cash, the enormous sum of $5,600,000,000. 
LAST YEAR'S EMIGBATION. 

New York is, and always has been, the princi- 
pal landing-place of these living cargoes. The 
total number of emigrants arriving at that port 
during last year was 294,581, which shows an 
increase of 64,942, and is the largest emigration 
to this country since 1847, except that of the 
years 1854 and 1357. Of the increase, 44,104 is 
due to the emigration from Germany and 3,241 
to that from Leland, while the emigt ation from 
Alsace and Lorraine and from Italy has move 
than doubled. * 
CHICAGO AS AN IMMIGRANT DEPOT. 
Next to New York Chicago wthe largestimmi- 
grant depot in the country, and, while only the 
poorer, weaker, and less enterprising remain in 
the East, the strong and vigorous emigrant, 
those who become the bone and sinew of our 


agricultural population, seek their future home 


in the West, and most of those come through 
this city. 
DISTRIBUTION OF EMIGRANTS. 

Of ihe 294,551 emigtants who arrived in New 
York last year, 110,000 remained in the State of 
New York, while of the remainder, 109,564 
tought a home im the West, as will be seen by

EMIGRANT-SWINDLEBS. 
The most dangerous of the. human vultures 
which prey upon unwary emi is are those 
who speak their (the emigrants’) own tongue.— 
their own countrymen,—who once were emi- 
grants themselves, and probably were themselves 
once treated as they treat others now. These 
meu usually speak thiee or four languages, and 
have studied jor’ years the system of swindling 
and robbing emigrauts. Owing to their polite 
and polished mannére, they soon gain the confl- 
deuce of their victims. To describe all the 
„Mays that are dark and tricks that are van 01 
these emigrant swindlers, would fill several 
issues of this paper, and for want of space bui 
few of them can be related. The first acquaint- 
ance emigrants usually make with these men is 
on board of the railway trains about forty or fifty 
miles from the city. A man with a large ring of 
braces checks enters the cars, and requests the em- 
igrants to give up their baggage-checks, he being 
the transfer-agent of the railroad com- 
pany. In return for their age-checks, he 
gives them some of the brass checks on his arms, 
and which aie enthely worthless, Having ob- 
tained a nugnuier of the checks, he and his con- 
federates leave the emigrant-train, and return 
to the city in the next express. As soon as the 
emigrant-train arrives, fellows are at tie 
baggage-oflice, and, asguised as emigrants, ob- 
tain the emigrants’ baggage, which is im- 
mediately taken on express wagons and carried 
to parts unknown. Ot course, when the rightiul 
ower makes his appeacance, and presents the 
check he received fiom the swindler, he is in- 
formed that the check is worthless, and that his 
baggage has y been taken away. From 
thirty to fifty cases of this kind occur every 
month, and an agent of the German Society is 
gage, ul per cent of which is usuaily 
recovered ugh the intervention of that 
Society. : 
THE OMNIBUS AGENTS. 
Another set of men who are after the money 
of the 8 are the omnibus agents of Mr. 
Parmelee. It must be understood that emigrants 
who do not find the end of their destinaeson in 
Chicago, but travel further West or Northwest, 
wherever their intended home may be, have to 
pay 50 cents extra for theiy transfer. Alihough 
pocsessing through tickets that are supposed to 
cairy them to their destination without any ex- 
tra charge whatever, they are forced to pay trib- 
ute to the omuibus sharks who fatten on the 
money thus oliained. If these agents would 


tell these transfer tickets to such emigrants 


oniy as wish to be transferred, according to the 
insiruciions of Mr. Parmelee, whois an honest 
man, and cannot be heid responsible for the ac- 
tious of these agents, who not only swindle the 
emigrants, but Mr. Parmelee himself, there would 
be nothing wrong in this. But the agent enters 
the cars, and hands every emigrant a tranetfer 
ticket whether he intends to Le transferred or 
not, avd charges 50 cents for the same. He pays 
the amoum, supposing that it is usually cci- 
lected from all the emigrants arriving in the 
city. When those who do not go any further 
than Clicago-arrive here, they find that they 
have been swindled out of 50 cents, and that 
they have uo une for the tickets, and give them 
tothe emigrant runners who take charge of 
them. Fvurmerly the runners could get 20 
cents apiece for these transfer tickets from 
Parmelee’s agents, who used them over and 
over again, and pocketed the money themselves. 
But Mr. Parmelec, having! this swindle 
through an article published in this pe per about 
a year ago, bas since kept an eye on them, and, 
—4—— they refuse to buy the tickets 
from the Punners, but it is well understood by 
them that the tickets can be sold now to a 
emigrant hotel 
at the same rate previousiy paid by l’armelee’s 
agents. Thie driver acts y as the 
agent of Fa melee's men, for there is no reason 
to suppose that he would invest so much money 
in worthless tickets. There are cases known 
where these agenis have charged an emigrant 
$1 and 62 for transporting him, and when the 
case was reported they ex themselves by 
saying that it was done on account of overweight 
im ther baggage. = gul ‘named Karyn 
terson, who aruved bere Thureday, and is 
etill in the city, was thus mulcted out of a dollar, 
altho she did not want to be transferred at 
all.

His wife and children sat up and waited for his 
return all that night and the foilowing day, aud 
when night again came, and still there was no 
tidings trom him they gave way to despair, being 
conhuent that he had met with an untimely death. 
Diligent search was made for him but without 
avail. Who could have possibly supposed that 
this poor and inoffensive man, who did not even 
understand our language, sould be at Fenton's 
brick-yard for having iesisted an officer? The 
unfortunate wife anc her two little cli!dren hav- 
ing po money and no friends were sent to the 
poor-house. ‘Tbe man and his family were al- 
most forgotten wiren efter the lapse of the twen- 
ty-two days, the unfortunate man again ap- 
peared at the boarding-house in searea of bia 
family. He was directed to the poor-house. The 
joy of that wife and children can better be 
imagined than described when their father and 
supporter, whom they supposed to be among the 
dead stood before them, alive and weil. The 
man, soon after the above occurrence, secured 
a sit untton on a farm, not far from this city 
where ‘he is still at work honestly supporting his 


family. 
EMIGRANT-HOTEL KEEPERS. 

A fourth class of men, u ho caro not over much 
forthe welfare of emigrants, and fleece them 
whenever they get achance, are the emigrant- 
hotel keepers. There are a few of them who 
are houest men, but a majority of those in the 
business are as dangerous as the runners. Emi- 
grants once in their hands are not apt to leave 
them with much money m possession. 
Various, and often artistic, are the devices by 
which they are mulcted of their money. A young 
mau named Mathes came to this country a few 
months ago and put up at an emigraut-house. It 
was soon found out that he had a considerable 
amount of money in his vest pocket. One of 
the runners said he couid take bis vest off 
without disturbing hia coat, and accom- 
plished the feat to the great astonishment 
of the emigrant. The greenhorn was taught tae 
trick, aud after a whi'e he could do it as well as 
the runner. Waen, aftera while, be examined 
his vest-pocket he found bis money bad . 
peared. Auother favorite device is to play dice 
with the emigrants, the dice being loaded so that 
the emigraut-hotel keeper always wius. 

There are at present only nine emigrant-houses 
in the city, several of the worst having given up 
business, on account of the exposuies made m 
Tux TRIsuNE ubout a year ago. Ihe champion 
emigraut-swindler, Robert Lansing, who kept a 
house on Fourth avenue, has left the country, 
and is now sojourning in Europe, It must be 
still remembered bow this man, about a year 
ngo. was made to disgorge, through the instru- 
mentality of u TripunE xveporter, the sum of $400, 
which he had frandulently obtained from an 
emigrant named Vollmuth. Tbis man had #400 
in his possession which he wiehed to deposit in 
a savings-bank, and, therefore, he asked sing 
which was the best in thecity. Lansing told 
him that the sa vinge-banks in thie city were all 
*‘sbaky,” but if he would deposit the money 
with hun he would pay 6 per cent interest per 
annum. After much persuagion Volimuth con- 
sented, and Lansing, to havé everything done 
* on the square,” took him to his lawyer, who 
kept a cigar store on Harrison street. The 
5 „ who sold a box of cigars, for which 
Mr. Volimuth had to pay, for his fees, made 
out a receipt which Volimuth, inetead of Lan- 
sicg, was mede to sign, the emigrant thinking 
tht was the way things were done in this 


cuuntry. 
MONEY-EROKERS. 

Another class of emigre ::—-swindlers cousist of 
the small German money-brokers. One of these 
men sends agents to all the emigrant trains to 
change the money of the emigraut. This man 
was wade to disgorge only two weeks aco, 
through the instrumentality of the German So- 
ciety, 40 out of which he had swindled an emi- 
graut by shaving bis bills a little too much.

The above number does not embrace all the em- 
igranis carried by the roads, ovly those who 
bought through tickets at New York being ac- 
counted for. Thore who purchased tickets in 
this eh are not entered as emigrants, but as 
regular passengers. II these are added, the 
numver will be swelled about 10,000 in addition 
to the 50.090 above accounted for, making a 
total of 60.000 emigrants who passed through 
this city to points further West and Northwest. 
ibis leaves about 12.000 who made this city 
their permanent home, wich is a falling off of 
9,000 as compared with the year previous. This 
is mainly due to the fact that the year previous 
to this many laborers and artisans came here to 
help in the rebuilding of the city. 
NATIONALITIES OF EMIGRANTS. 

About two-thirds of the emigrants who passed 
through the city were Germans, while the other 
third was mainly composed of Scaodinavians,

FEDERAL 


AID. 
George Schneider, Eaqd., the President of the 


German Society, who for the last twenty years 
has been indetatigable in his exertions to secure 
a better treatment to the emigrants arriving in 
this country, has at last succeeded wm enlirting 
the United States Government in this matter. 
A Commission has been appointed to examine 
and report on the treatment of emigrants. A 
majority of the Commitee have made their re- 
port, and they strongiy recommend that Con- 
gress should at once establish a Bureau of Emi- 
gration to supervise the machinery of transpor- 
tati.n, and giving, through its agents, all 
necessary te woe, . li is claimed that the 
ad of the Government is needed to 
secure justice in many cases, inas- 
much as the emigraut is unable to 
wait the convenience of ordinary courts of jus- 
tice. A Federal cfiicer, stationed at points of 
transfer, charged with the duty of aiding pas- 
sengers in the recovery of missing baggage, 
might be of great benefit. Since the last Con- 
gress, moved by philanthropic motives, did uot 
nesitate to protect animals in transit, it is hoped 
that the ost equally helpless emigrant, a 
majority of whom are ignorant of our language, 
will not be neglected. 

Although other countries offer large bounties 
to invite emigration, aud this offers nothing. 
still emigrauts seek our shores almost exclu- 
sively. Moreover, those who have accumulated 
ample fortunes, and sought to spend chem in 
their former homes, have almost invariably re- 
turned to their adopted land, and it is desirable 
that measures should be taken to protect them. 


THE CHAMPION DWARF. 


If it be true that some men are born great, 
some achieve greatness, while some have great- 
ness thrust upon them, it is equaliy so that other 
men are born small. achieve smallness, or have 
smallness thrust upon them. Of the last class is 
John M. Lewis, of Ixonia, Wis., who, under the 
charge of William Hughes, will be introduced to 
the Chicago public this week, as the greatest 
wonder in the Liliput line which the world has 
ever produced. To be brief, Mr. Lewis, who is 
18 years of age, is the smallest man in the world, 
his height being only 27 inches, and his weight

The reason of their first-born's 
diminutive size isa mystery which they have 
cogitated upon long and earnestly, but without 
reaching a satisfactory result, At his birth he 
weighed about five pounds, and up to bis second 

ear ho was of the usual size and strength of 
bies of his age. When he reached that age, 
however, without wf premonitory symptoms 
his growth suddenly stopped forever. 
Since, as before this strange occurrence, he has 
enjoyed excellent health, and the mental facul- 
ties have been fully developed in his stunted 
body. His intellect is quite on a par. with that 
of the average young manof 18 years. He reads 
and writes both Welsh and Euglish, and holds 
his own in the Ixonia Academy, which he is at- 
tending as a scholar. He is of a decidedly ro-

Shall Our Bodies Be Burned! 
Appicton’s Journal, 

We have recently announced to our readers 
that a society had been organized in Hanover, 
Germany, the members of which pledged them- 
selves to insert a clause in their wills requiriug 
that their bodies be burnt after death. Since 
making that announcement, it has come to our 
knowledge that a similar effort is belug made 
in this city, and that a nuniber of thoughtfal 
men have become interested in this question of 
the cremation of dead bodies. Having already 
expressed an opinion in favor of a thoughtful 
discussion of this subject, we will not at pres- 
ent say any more respecting the clainis it has 
upon public attention. It is evident that the 
question is one not to be dismissed with a shake 
of the head or a shudder, and, now that health 
and sanitary associations are doing so much to- 
ward the prevention rather than cure of disease, 
would it not be well to consider whethef tie 
| ar of many dangerous maladies may not be 

ostered by the common exposure of the strick- 

en and imauimate body, or its conveyance 
through the main thoroughfares of a crowded 
city? From à recent number of the Union 
Mcdicaie wo learn that one Dr. Polli has been 
making certein experiments in the cremation of
